Realizing that you are interested in becoming a member of Trinity Luth- 
eran Church, I would like to explain as briefly as I can what is involved 
in joining the congregation. 


Those who join the congregation are asked to present themselves at the 
altar of the church at a designated time, and are then asked if they be- 
lieve in the Apostles' Creed. Further, the question is asked: "Do you 
believe and confess that the Holy Scriptures are the Word of God, the 
only infallible rule and standard of faith and life?" Another question 
goes this way: "Do you believe that Luther's Small Catechism is a true 
summary Of the principal doctrines of the Christian faith?" Still an- 
other question, "Is it your purpose to remain steadfast in the faith 
until the end, and as a true follower of Christ, walk in newness of life; 
and, to the end that you may grow in grace, will you, in watchfulness 
and prayer, diligently use the Word of God and the Holy Sacraments?" A 
final question is this one: "Do you also promise faithfully to fulfill 
the duties and obligations of church membership as prescribed in the 
church constitution of this congregation?" 


When these questions are all answered affirmatively, then I, as the 
Pastor of the congregation, will declare you members of our Trinity Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church. 


You note that in the last question you are asked to fulfill the duties 
and obligations of membership as prescribed in our congregational con- 
stitution.

Naturally you will want your wedding to be as beautiful as possible, and you 
will want it planned so that everything will go smoothly. 


We trust that you will mke yours ea truly Christian marriage. Take God into 
account in making your plans. Remember that the marriage ceremony is one of 


the services of the Church. 


If your wedding is to be a large one, arrangements will be made to have a re- 
heersal a day or two before the ceremony. The Pastor of Trinity will direct 
the rehearsal, but details, of course, will be worked out with the bride. 


Consider using Christian music during the marriage. A great deal of the music 
which is considered “traditional North American” is not at all suitable for a 
service in the Church. We will expect your music to bring a Christian witness 
to those who participate in the service, and also to those whoattend the cere- 
mony. Long lists of suitable and appropriate music are available to you. 


Try very hard to be on time for the rehearsal and for the wedding. Waiting 
is hard on the nerves, and the Pastor may have other eppointments. There 
may be something else going on in the church right after your service. 


Consider the clothing that you will wear as you stand before God at the altar. 
It should be maddest enough to be acceptable in the House of God. Hoop skirts 
are very difficult to manage, and make it very difficult to kneel. 


You will want to know that certain fees are required, because those who work 
in the church are not being paid for extra duties such as your wedding. The 
sexton's fee is $5.00; the organist $10:00; the soloist usually receives $5.00. 
If you are not a member of the congregation, there is also a fee of $15.00 

for the use of the church. 


If you would like to use the facilities of the church for the reception, you 
must make arrangements with Mrs. Edith Elliott (FA 5+3470). The ladies of 
Trinity are the only people authorized to do the catering in the church. 
Charges for catering are on the basis of the number of guests that you will 
have: 


Fifty or less $15.00 
Between 50 and 200 $25.00 
Cver 200 $35.00 


If you wish the ledies of the church to decorate for your reception, there 
will be an additional charge of $5.00. 


Kindly advise your guests to refrain from using rice or confetti. Both of 
these items are very difficult to pick up from the rugs, and if it is rain- 
ing, they make a terrible mess outside. We trust that you will remember too, 
that flash pictures cannot be taken during the servicee If you would like, } 
we suggest that you take pictures in the sanctuary after the ceremony. 


God bless you as you continue to make your wedding plans. We want your wed- 
ding day to be a happy one, and we will do all that we can to make it just 
that.
